Busted well to be 'completely 
sealed* by Saturday: BP 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - BP 
began pumping cement into 
its ruptured Gulf of Mexico 
well Friday as part of a final 
effort to permanently seal it, 
capping a months-long effort 
to end the worst maritime oil 
spill in history. 

"It is expected that the 
MC252 well will be com¬ 
pletely sealed on Saturday," 
after a relief well successfully 
intersected the shaft this 
week, the British energy 
giant said earlier. 


The cementing "is ex¬ 
pected to take a few hours," a 
BP spokeswoman told AFP. 
The company said earlier that 
after cementing, "standard 
plugging and abandonment 
procedures for the relief 
well" will go ahead before it 
can be completely sealed. 

It said tests indicated no 
hydrocarbons or cement were 
present at the intersection of 
the two wells, and that a plan 
to pump in cement to rein¬ 
force the plug can go ahead.

Couple tried to sell nuclear 
arms secrets to Venezuela 


Pope shakes hands with Anglican 
clergywoman 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
scientist and his wife who both 
worked at the leading US nu¬ 
clear research facility were ar¬ 
rested yesterday and charged 
with trying to sell secrets to 
Venezuela that would help it 
build an atomic bomb within a 
decade, US officials said. 

The pair, both US citizens, 
"have been indicted on charges 
of communicating classified 
nuclear weapons data to a per¬ 
son they believed to be a 
Venezuelan government offi¬ 
cial and conspiring to partici¬ 
pate in the development of an 
atomic weapon for Venezuela," 
the US Department of Justice 
said in a statement. 

The defendants, Pedro 
Mascheroni, 75, and Marjorie 
Roxby Mascheroni, 67, had 
both worked at the Los Alamos 
National Laboratory in the 
southwestern state of New 
Mexico, and could face life in 
prison if convicted on all 
charges. 

They had sought 793,000 
dollars in payment for the re¬ 
stricted and classified data 
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which they believed they had 
provided to a Venezuelan con¬ 
tact, but who was actually an 
undercover FBI agent. 

The Justice Department 
was quick to acknowledge that 
the indictment does not allege 
any wrongdoing by the Vene¬ 
zuelan government or anyone 
acting on its behalf, and also 
said no one currently working 
at Los Alamos was charged or 
accused of wrongdoing. 

But the revelations could 
still sharpen relations between 
the United States and Vene¬ 
zuela, whose firebrand leftist 
President Hugo Chavez is a 
vocal critic of his US counter¬ 
part Barack Obama. 

According to the statement, 
among the 22 indictments, the 
defendants are charged with 
"communicating 'restricted 
data' to an individual with the 
intent to injure the United 
States and secure an advantage 
to a foreign nation," conspiring 
to participate in development 
of an atomic weapon, conceal¬ 
ing US records, and several 
counts of making false state¬ 
ments. 


LIMA, Peru (AFP) - The

Valero Aruba restart decision by January 2011 


HOUSTON, Texas - Valero 
Energy Corp will decide in 
late December or January 
whether to restart its shut¬ 
tered Aruba refinery, Chief 
Executive Bill Klesse told 
analysts on Thursday. 

“The decision had been 
slated for mid-October. 
’’Probably it is late December 
or January when we face the 


decision whether we start up 
and that will depend on our 
economics at the time,” 
Klesse told investors at the 
Barclays Capital CEO En¬ 
ergy-Power Conference in 
New York. Valero shut the 
235,000 barrel-per-day (bpd) 
plant in July 2009 because 
economic conditions ren¬ 
dered it unprofitable. Other 


options for the refinery have 
included a partner or sale. 

Company spokesman Bill 
Day later attributed the delay 
to an overhaul of the refinery 
that had been extended to late 
December or early January 
from mid-October. Once 
completed, the company will 
decide whether to restart 
units depending on margins.

Lady Gaga urges Senate to repeal gay taboo in US military 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Glo¬ 
bal star Lady Gaga morphed 
from pop provocateur to polit¬ 
ical lobbyist yesterday, releas¬ 
ing a somber plea to US 
senators to repeal a law barring 
gays from serving openly in 
the military. 

And the American diva did 
not just dial it in; the best-sell¬ 
ing artist released a seven-and- 
a-half minute videotaped 
message "to my fellow Ameri¬ 
cans, the Senate... and youth 
all over the world who are 
watching." 

The openly bisexual singer 
— one of the gay community’s 


most prominent icons in a ge¬ 
neration — urged senators to 
vote to repeal "Don’t Ask Don't 
Tell," a rule that requires gay 
military personnel to hide their 
sexual orientation or face dis¬ 
missal. 

In a black-and-white video 
posted on her website, the 
singer is dressed in a modest 
suit and tie, with a US flag as 
a backdrop, and looks 
somberly into the camera as 
she describes how "gay sol¬ 
diers have become targets" 
under the 1993 rule that has 
seen 14,000 Americans dis¬ 
charged from military service, 


"regardless of how honorable 
or how valuable they may have 
been to their units." 

"Senators, when you are 
sending our men and women 
into war, when you are sending 
our wives, husbands, sons and 
daughters into combat, will 
you honor their service?" the 
24-year-old singer asked. 

"Will you support repealing 
this law on Tuesday, and 
pledge to them that no Ameri¬ 
can's life is more valuable than 
another?" 

Her message is largely in¬ 
tended for Republican senators 
who have spoken out against

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the amendment, namely John

Australian Aborigines ’world's 
first astronomers’ 


SYDNEY (AFP) - An Aus¬ 
tralian study has uncovered 
signs that the country's an¬ 
cient Aborigines may have 
been the world's first stargaz¬ 
ers, pre-dating Stonehenge 
and Egypt's pyramids by 
thousands of years. 

Professor Ray Norris said 
widespread and detailed 
knowledge of the stars had 
been passed down through 
the generations by Aborig¬ 
ines, whose history dates 
back tens of millennia, in tra¬ 
ditional songs and stories. 

"We know there's lots of 
stories about the sky: songs, 
legends, myths," said Norris, 
an astronomer for Australia's

He is confident the Abo¬ 
rigines pre-dated European 
stargazers, including Britain's 
astronomy-linked Stone¬ 
henge, which is estimated at 
3,100 BC, around the age of 
the Great Pyramid of Giza. 

"We've established there is 
all this astronomy, what I 
don't know is how far back 
this goes. If it goes back 
10,000 or 20,000 years, that 
makes (Aborigines) the 
world's first astronomers," he 
said.

Dengue outbreak hits south 
China ahead of Asian Games 


BEIJING (AFP) - An out¬ 
break of dengue fever has hit 
south China ahead of the up¬ 
coming Asian Games, with 
health authorities battling to 
contain the epidemic before 
the event opens, state media 
said Friday. 

Eleven cases of the mos- 
quito-bome disease were dis¬ 
covered over the last week in 
Dongguan city in Guangdong 
province, where some of the 
events for the November 12- 
27 Games will be held, the 
China Daily said. 

"As the Asian Games ap¬ 
proach, we should prevent 
the disease from spreading 
and provide a safe, healthy 
environment throughout the 
Games," the paper quoted He 
Jianfeng, an official at the 
provincial disease control 


centre, as saying. 

The peak season for 
dengue fever in Guangdong 
is in September and October, 
he said. 

Monitoring for the disease 
has been stepped up in the 
provincial capital Guangzhou 
and other cities scheduled to 
host Games events including 
Foshan and Shanwei, the re¬ 
port said. 

Dengue, transmitted to 
humans by female Aedes 
mosquitoes, causes a flu¬ 
like illness for most victims. 
One strain of it can cause in¬ 
ternal bleeding and can 
prove fatal. 

Up to 12,000 athletes from 
45 nations are expected to at¬ 
tend the Asian Games, the 
world's biggest sporting 
event after the Olympics.

More evidence that Glucosamine, 
Chondroitin won't help ailing joints 


Although millions take sup¬ 
plements containing glu¬ 
cosamine and chondroitin to 
relieve the pain of os¬ 
teoarthritis in their hips and 
knees, there is no evidence 
that these supplements have 
any healing effect, finds a 
new analysis of large-scale 
studies. 

This latest report is one of 
several that have found no 
beneficial effect of either 
supplement in relieving 
arthritic pain. But since there 
is no evidence that the pills 
cause harm, the new report's 
authors say there's no reason 
to stop taking them if individ¬ 
uals think they are being 
helped. 

On the other hand, "if a 
patient hasn't had these 
preparations [already], it 
doesn't make sense that he or 
she should be encouraged to 
take these supplements," said 
lead researcher Dr. Peter 
Juni, head of the division of 
Clinical Epidemiology and 
Biostatistics at the Institute of 
Social and Preventive Medi¬ 
cine at the University of Bern

The bottom line, accord¬ 
ing to Juni: "None of the two 
supplements we evaluated 
appears to have any clinically 
relevant benefit in terms of 
pain relief that could be de¬ 
tected by patients with knee 
or hip arthritis." 

Over the past 10 years 
doctors have prescribed sup¬ 
plemental glucosamine and 
chondroitin and many mil¬ 
lions around the world have 
bought them over-the- 
counter, the researchers said. 

According to background 
information in the study, in 
2008 sales of glucosamine 
supplements around the 
world reached almost $2 bil¬ 
lion — about a 60 percent in¬ 
crease since 2003. 

For the new study, Juni's 
team analyzed the results of 
10 randomized clinical trials 
involving more than 3,800 
patients with knee or hip os¬ 
teoarthritis. The trials — 
which all compared people 
taking the supplements to a 
control group that was not 
taking them — focused on any 
changes in levels of pain after 
patients took glucosamine, 
chondroitin or both, compar¬ 
ing them with the placebo or 
with each other. 

Poring through all the data, 
the researchers found no clin¬ 
ically relevant effect of chon¬ 
droitin, glucosamine or both 


taken together on joint pain or 
on narrowing the space 
within the painful joints. 

Commenting on the study, 
Dr. Andrew Sherman, associ¬ 
ate professor and vice-chair, 
department of rehabilitation 
medicine at the University of 
Miami Leonard M. Miller 
School of Medicine, said that 
"we need to look more closely 
at these over-the-counter med¬ 
ications that claim to be 
panaceas and may not be giv¬ 
ing us our money's worth." 

For his part, Juni said that, 
"if the patient already has had 
the preparations and really 
believes in a benefit — which 
is most likely related to the 
natural history of the disease 
or to a placebo effect — in 
light of the fact that we don't 
have any evidence that these 
preparations are unsafe, there 
is no real reason to actively 
discourage these patients 
from taking these prepara¬ 
tions as long as they can 
cover the cost." 

Sherman agreed that some 
people report these supple¬ 
ments help them. 

"Is it that they want it to 
help so bad or so much that 
they actually feel better, and 
that's a placebo effect? Or is 
it able to help a small minor¬ 
ity of folks, just not a major¬ 
ity of people?" he said. 

Since there appears to be 
no negative consequence to 
taking these supplements (ex¬ 
cept cost) there appears to be 
no harm in doing so, Sher¬ 
man said. 

The study does suggest, 
however, that the claims that 
the companies who produce 
the supplements are making 
"need to be reevaluated, scru¬ 
tinized and criticized until 
such time as a large study 
shows that the medication 
works," Sherman said. "At 
this time no such study ex¬ 
ists."

Katherine Jackson filed the 
suit in Los Angeles Superior 
Court in her name and those of 
the singer’s three children.

Conrad Murray. He has 
pleaded not guilty to involun¬ 
tary manslaughter in Jackson’s 


death. 

Jackson’s mother charged 
that the AEG group did not 
give her son appropriate me¬ 
dical care during rehearsals for 
the shows, and alleged negli¬ 
gence in allowing Murray to 
care exclusively for her son. 

In addition, one of Jack¬ 
son’s sons, Michael Jr., ’’wit¬ 
nessed his father suffering and 
accordingly has suffered great 
trauma and severe emotional 
distress,” the suit claims. 

An AEG spokesman, 
Michael Roth, said the com¬ 
pany had not seen the lawsuit 
and had no immediate com¬ 
ment.

IMF taps eight billion dollars 
for low-income countries 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
International Monetary Fund 
announced yesterday it had 
reached a deal with four eco¬ 
nomic powers to provide eight 
billion dollars worth of fun¬ 
ding to low-income countries. 

"The agreements... expand 
the IMF’s capacity to help low- 
income countries hit hard by 
the current global crisis," the 
Washington-based body said. 

The deals were reached 
with authorities in Japan, 
Britain, France and China. 

Japan was the biggest con¬ 
tributor to the package, pledg¬ 
ing 2.7 billion dollars via 
purchase agreements that give 
the fund leverage for lending. 
Britain pledged two billion 


dollars and the Bank of China 
pledged 1.2 billion. 

The Bank of France entered 
a loan agreement for two bil¬ 
lion dollars. 

The announcement came 
days before a United Nations 
summit expected to highlight 
the lack of progress toward the 
so-called Millennium Deve¬ 
lopment Goals. 

The goals — which have 
been further hampered by the 
financial crisis — include cut¬ 
ting abject poverty by half, 
cutting the number suffering 
from hunger by half, securing 
universal primary education 
and reducing child mortality 
by two thirds by the year 2015. 


Japan ready to weaken yen 
again despite criticism 


TOKYO, Japan (AFP) - Japan's 
finance minister yesterday re¬ 
peated his threat to intervene in 
currency markets if necessary 
to weaken the yen, illustrating 
government resolve in the face 
of overseas criticism. 

"As we have been saying, 
our basic stance is that we will 
take decisive steps, including 
intervention, if necessary, and 
I'd like to maintain this 
stance," Yoshihiko Noda said 
at a news conference after a 
cabinet meeting. 

Noda was retained in Prime 
Minister Naoto Kan's cabinet 
reshuffle yesterday, following 
the premier's victory in a brui¬ 


sing leadership challenge this 
week from Ichiro Ozawa, his 
pro-intervention rival. 

Kan likewise suggested 
Japan would take further ac¬ 
tion if necessary, saying at a 
press conference: "We cannot 
take our guard down when it 
comes to the economy." 

"So far, the interventions 
have worked to a certain de¬ 
gree," he added. 

Japan on Wednesday car¬ 
ried out its first global cur¬ 
rency market intervention 
since 2004 in an estimated two 
trillion yen (23 billion dollar) 
move to help safeguard an ex¬ 
port-driven recovery. 


European stocks close lower; 
gold off highs 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
European stock markets closed 
lower yesterday after a strong 
early rally, which also saw 
gold at record highs, was un¬ 
dercut by a slump in US con¬ 
sumer confidence and con¬ 
cerns over weaker eurozone 
states. 

Dealers said a solid ad¬ 
vance unravelled in the after¬ 
noon when figures showed US 
consumer confidence dropped 
to a one-year low in August, 
sparking fresh fears the US 
economy faces the risk of slip¬ 
ping back into recession. 

Rumours — later officially 
denied — that debt-stricken Ire¬ 
land might seek help from the 
International Monetary Fund 
hit confidence in the eurozone 
outlook, pushing Irish bond 
yields up sharply as investors 
demanded larger returns to 
hold them. 

Dealers said the strong start 
for stocks and gold were 
driven by expectations the US 
authorities would keep the US 
economy on track at all costs, 
by pumping even more money 
into the system if necessary. 

Printing more money in¬ 
creases the inflation risk, mak¬ 
ing gold an even more at¬ 
tractive safe-haven investment, 
they said, while companies 
would benefit from the looser 
monetary conditions. 

Dealers also noted that 
Japan's intervention in the 
forex markets this week — the 
first such action in six years — 
to weaken the soaring yen has 
raised a host of uncertainties at 
a time when tensions are also 
rising between Washington 
and Beijing over the value of 


the yuan. 

In London, the FTSE 100 
index of leading shares closed 
down 0.57 percent to 5,508.45 
points. In Paris, the CAC 40 
index fell 0.38 percent to 
3,722.02 points and in Frank¬ 
furt, the DAX dropped 0.64 
percent to 6,209.76 points. 

Gold, extending gains, hit a 
record 1,282.97 dollars on the 
London Bullion Market before 
falling back to 1,274 dollars an 
ounce at the late fixing. 

Bonds, another safe-haven 
investment, rose sharply as in¬ 
vestors retreated from stocks. 

The euro was at 1.3045 dol¬ 
lars around 1600 GMT, down 
from 1.3078 dollars in New 
York late Thursday. 

The dollar fell to 85.77 yen 
from 85.90 yen, as the market 
discounted warnings of further 
intervention from Tokyo to 
weaken the Japanese currency. 

Analyst Neil MacKinnon at 
VTB Capital said gold and 
stocks rose earlier "because the 
markets think the Fed will 
print more money before the 
end of this year just to ensure 
that the US economy remains 
on an even keel." 

"The risk for investors is 
that the US economy does ac¬ 
tually fall into a 'double-dip' 
(recession) and not the 'soft 
landing scenario' which the 
markets are currently discount¬ 
ing," MacKinnon added. 

Dealers in Paris said ru¬ 
mours that Ireland might need 
IMF help forced the market 
into reverse, reflecting the note 
of underlying caution in the 
markets despite recent gains. 

The rumours, strongly de¬ 
nied by the Irish finance mi¬ 


nistry, may have done more 
damage as they came ahead of 
an Irish bond sale next week, 
they added. 

The US consumer confi¬ 
dence data was disappointing, 
they said, driving fears the 
most important sector of the 
US economy is struggling for 
growth. 

In New York, the blue-chip 
Dow Jones Industrial Average 
was up 0.03 percent at around 
1620 GMT and the tech-rich 
Nasdaq Composite index 
gained 0.42 percent in choppy 
trade driven by the multiple 
expiry of options and futures 
contracts. 

Early gains faded when a 
survey by the University of 
Michigan showed US con¬ 
sumer sentiment fell unexpect¬ 
edly in September to its 
weakest level in more than a 
year. 

"Confidence edged down¬ 
ward in early September, as 
consumers judged prospects 
for the national economy less 
favorably," the survey's direc¬ 
tor Richard Curtin said in a 
statement. 

Elsewhere in Asian trade, 
Amsterdam was down a mar¬ 
ginal 0.04 percent, Brussels 
fell 0.62 percent, Madrid shed 
1.20 percent, Milan lost 0.80 
percent and Swiss stocks 
dropped 0.55 percent. 

In Asian trade earlier Fri¬ 
day, Tokyo rose 1.23 percent 
as investors welcomed the 
prospect of a weaker yen 
which will boost exporters. 

Hong Kong was up 1.29 
percent but Shanghai slipped 
0.15 percent. Sydney added 
0.73 percent. 


Putin invites foreign banks to invest in 
Russia lenders 


MOSCOW, Russia (AFP) - 
Prime Minister Vladimir Putin 
said yesterday that Russia was 
ready to welcome foreign ca¬ 
pital investments in Russia's 
banking sector. 

"If solid financial institu¬ 
tions in the United States and 
Europe will invest in the capi¬ 
tal of our key banking institu¬ 
tions, we have nothing against 
that," Russian news agencies 
quoted Putin as saying. 

"We are considering this 
option and there is nothing un¬ 
usual about it." 

This week Russian finance 
minister Alexei Kudrin said 
Russia would seek to raise 50 
billion dollars (38.5 billion 
euros) from privatisations over 
the next five years as it wants 
to sell stakes in some of its top 
companies, including the 


country's two biggest lenders 
Sberbank and VTB. 

Russian officials have said 
the aim of the privatization 
would be to make companies 
more efficient and to replenish 
state coffers, drained by the 
global economic crisis. 

Russia's banking sector was 
badly hit by the crisis last year. 
The volume of bad loans made 
by banks rose sharply as the 
country's hydrocarbon-depen- 
dent economy suffered a 7.9- 
percent economic contraction 
last year. 

Speaking to an investor 
forum in the Black Sea resort 
city of Sochi, Putin stressed 
that Russia had provided anti- 
crisis loans worth more than 
2.0 trillion rubles (65.5 billion 
dollars) to support banks, with¬ 
out putting Russian lenders 


first. 

After the chaotic asset 
sales of the 1990s created a 
class of super-rich oligarchs 
and a ferocious public back¬ 
lash, the government had until 
recently preferred to increase 
rather than reduce its stakes in 
firms.

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Rare sighting in Laos of 
mysterious beast 



HANOI, Vietnam (AFP) - One 
of the world’s rarest animals, 
the secretive and mysterious 
twin-horned saola, has been 
seen for the first time in a 
decade, conservationists say. 

Villagers in Laos captured a 
saola in August and took it to 
their remote community, but it 
died after a few days in captiv¬ 
ity, the International Union for 
Conservation of Nature 
(IUCN) said in a statement. 

The animal was pho¬ 
tographed before its death, the 
first confirmed record since 
1999 when pictures of wild 
saola were taken by automatic 
cameras in Laos, said IUCN, a 
Swiss-based network of scien¬ 
tists and environmental organ¬ 
isations. 

No biologist has ever re¬ 
ported seeing a saola in the 
wild, the group said, and the 
species is classed as critically 
endangered with probably no 
more than a few hundred sur¬ 
viving. 

When they learned of the 
animal's capture in the central 
province of Bolikhamxay 
Laotian authorities immedi¬ 
ately sent a technical team to 
examine and release it, the 


IUCN said. But the weakened 
animal died shortly after ex¬ 
perts arrived. 

"The death of this saola is 
unfortunate. But at least it con¬ 
firms an area where it still oc¬ 
curs and the government will 
immediately move to streng¬ 
then conservation efforts 
there," Thursday's statement 
quoted the provincial conser¬ 
vation unit as saying. 

Experts took the saola's car¬ 
cass away for preservation, 
analysis and future study. 

"This is the first saola spe¬ 
cimen to be so completely pre¬ 
served," IUCN said. 

Pierre Comizzoli, a veteri¬ 
narian with the Smithsonian 
Conservation Biology Institute 
and a member of the IUCN 
Saola Working Group, said 
lack of knowledge of the ani¬ 
mal's biology was a major con¬ 
straint on conservation efforts. 

The incident highlights 
Laos's importance to global 
conservation efforts because 
saola and several other rare 
species are found almost 
nowhere else, said Latsamay 
Sylavong, the national repre¬ 
sentative for the IUCN Lao 
Program.

NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Director Casey Affleck has 
finally admitted that what 
was billed as a documentary 
portraying the drug-addled 
collapse of Joaquin 
Phoenix's acting career was, 
in fact, all made up. 

In an interview with The 
New York Times, Affleck 
says that "I'm Still Here" is 
not the raw, painful piece of

"It's a terrific perfor¬ 
mance. It's the performance 
of his career," Affleck was 
quoted as saying in the inter¬ 
view on Thursday. 

Scenes of drug-taking and 
prostitution were all staged, 
as were scenes from what 
was supposedly archive 
footage of Phoenix's family. 

"There were multiple 
takes, these are perfor¬ 
mances," Affleck said. 

Even Phoenix's infa¬ 
mously deadbeat appearance 
on the David Letterman talk 
show in 2009 was not what 
it appeared. Phoenix — un¬ 
known to Letterman — was 
acting throughout. 

"We wanted to create a 
space," Affleck was quoted 
as saying. "You believe 
what's happening is real." 

Affleck presented the 
movie at the Venice film fes¬ 
tival in September as an "un¬ 
flinching" documentary. 

During some 18 months 
of shooting, Phoenix "never

shied away from letting me 
see all the different aspects 
of his personality," Affleck 
said of his Phoenix, who is 
his brother-in-law and who 
got an Oscar nomination for 
his portrayal of country 
singer Johnny Cash in 
"Walk the Line."

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Serbs slump as Djokovic goes 
sick, France eye final 



Monfils celebrates his victory 

PARIS (AFP) - Serbia's 
hopes of reaching a first 
Davis Cup final suffered a 
potentially fatal blow on Fri¬ 
day when world number two 
Novak Djokovic fell sick and 
allowed the Czech Republic 
to fill the power vacuum. 

US Open runner-up 
Djokovic withdrew from the 
opening rubber of the semi¬ 
final against Radek Stepanek 
in Belgrade complaining of 
gastro-enteritis with team¬ 
mate Victor Troicki, the 
world number 47, stepping 
into the breach. 

Stepanek, who helped take 
the Czechs to the final last 
year, overcame Troicki 4-6, 
6-2, 6-4, 6-4 to leave the 
stage clear for teammate 
Tomas Berdych, the Wimble¬ 
don runner-up, to try and 
make it 2-0 later when he 
tackles Janko Tipsarevic. 

The winner of the semi¬ 
final will face either France 
or Argentina in December's 
final. 

France, the nine-time win¬ 
ners, were 2-0 ahead in their 
semi-final in Lyon after 
Michael Llodra served and 
volleyed his way to a 7-5, 4- 
6, 7-5, 6-3 win over Juan 


Monaco. 

World number 15 Gael 
Monfils then saw off David 
Nalbandian 6-4, 2-6, 6-4, 6-3 
to give France a 2-0 lead. 

Troicki looked untroubled 
by his late call-up and broke 
Stepanek in the opening 
game of the first set. 

But the experienced Czech 
player, who has recently re¬ 
turned to action after suffer¬ 
ing glandular fever and a 
knee injury, levelled courtesy 
of two breaks in the second 
set. 

Troicki was unable to take 
advantage of three break 
points in the third set as 
Stepanek went into a 2-1 
lead. 

The Czech needed treat¬ 
ment for a foot injury in the 
fourth set, but he still had 
enough in the tank to take 
victory. 

Djokovic, who had lost to 
Rafael Nadal in the US Open 
final on Monday, is under¬ 
stood to have made himself 
available to play doubles on 
Saturday in order to keep the 
tie alive. 

"I heard that Djokovic 
wasn't going to play about 
three hours before the start,"

"I was very nervous at the 
start," said Llodra. "But it's 
great to put France ahead. I 
had to focus and play my 
game because anything can 
happen in the Davis Cup."

Former world number one 
Lleyotn Hewitt put Australia 
ahead, overcoming 22-year-

5, 2-6, 6-4. 

Rochus then beat Carsten 
Ball 6-4, 6-4, 7-6 (7/5). 

In other play-offs, Brazil 
were 2-0 ahead over India, 
Germany were 2-0 up on 
South Africa while Israel 
were 2-1 in front against Aus¬ 
tria.

Klinger leads Redbacks 
to semi-finals

Redbacks captain Klinger 
hit 69 not out and shared a 
second successive century 
opening partnership with 
Daniel Harris (57) as the 
Australian side cruised to vic¬ 
tory with nine balls to spare 
after bowling out Bangalore 
for 154. 

With three wins in three 
matches, the Redbacks are 
sure of a place in the last four, 
worth a minimum of 500,000 
dollars in prize money.

"It 
was a good all-round per¬ 
formance." 

The result meant that only 
one of Bangalore and fellow 
Indian Premier League giants 
Mumbai Indians can reach 


the knock-out phase - and 
they could yet be upstaged by 
host nation team the High- 
veld Lions. 

All three teams have won 
one match in Group B. 

Bangalore, who were 
without South African all- 
rounder Jacques Kallis be¬ 
cause of a back injury, made 
a bad start when they lost two 
wickets in the first eight balls 
of their innings. 

Ross Taylor looked in daz¬ 
zling form before Klinger 
brought back strike bowler 
Shaun Tait in the ninth over. 
His bold move paid off as 
Taylor was caught behind for 
46 off 28 balls. 

Bangalore captain Anil 
Kumble admitted: "Ross Tay¬ 
lor's wicket was critical." 

Bangalore slumped to 76 
for five but Dillon du Preez 
hit a breezy 46 in a sixth 
wicket stand of 58 with 
Cameron White (25). 

The Indian side suffered 
another collapse, culminating 
in their last three wickets 
falling to medium-pacer 
Daniel Christian for only two 
runs in the last over. 

Kumble said the defeat 
meant that Sunday's match 
against Mumbai at the same 
venue was critical.

lar-season record in 29 cam¬ 
paigns as a manager with 
stints in Atlanta, St. Louis 
and with the New York Mets. 


Mattingly, set to start his 
first major league managerial 
post, was Torre's bench coach 
with the Yankees and a can¬ 
didate for the Yankees job 
when Torre left. 

"The opportunity to man¬ 
age the Los Angeles Dodgers 
is truly an honor," Mattingly 
said in a statement. "There 
are few organizations in the 
world with the history, tradi¬ 
tion and track record of suc¬ 
cess as the Dodgers. I'm 
looking forward to continu¬ 
ing what I came here to ac¬ 
complish with Joe, and that's 
to win a world champi¬ 
onship."

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Mosley seeks return to 
title mix with Mora bout 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Shane Mosley, whose five- 
title career seemed all but 
over after a lopsided loss to 
Floyd Mayweather in May, 
will seek to put himself back 
in the title mix when he takes 
on Sergio Mora today. 

Mosley, 39, will return to 
the scene of two of his 
biggest triumphs when he 
faces former World Boxing 
Council light middleweight 
champion Mora, a fellow 
American, at the Staples Cen¬ 
ter. 

"I have to get past Sergio 
Mora,” Mosley said this 
week. "I thank him for taking 
the fight and accepting the 
challenge. This guy is not 
someone to take lightly. 

”He beat Vernon Forrest. I 
never beat the late great Ver¬ 
non Forrest. He is a competi¬ 
tor and he comes to win.” 

Mosley rocked May- 
weather in the second round 
last May, but faded badly in 
the final 10 rounds. 

Veteran trainer Emanuel 
Steward noted in his televi¬ 
sion commentary that Mosley 
was ’’looking his age” during 


the fight. 

Mosley, who owns a 
record of 46-6 with 39 
knockouts, says he’s ’’feeling 
better” than he did at his pre- 
Mayweather training camp, 
’’landing more shots,” in spar¬ 
ring. 

The fight will be contested 
at 154 pounds, rather than 
Mosley's usual class of 147. 
He said that he considered 
opponents other than the 
taller and heavier Mora, 
whose victory in the 2005 re¬ 
ality television show ’’The 
Contender” gave him some 
prominence but also caused 
some boxing purists to dis¬ 
count him. 

”1 have a lot of qualities 
that have been overlooked 
because of television,” said 
Mora, who brings a record of 
22-1-1 with six knockouts to 
the bout. ”1 earned my spot 
on 'The Contender’. 

The undercard of a promo¬ 
tion celebrating Mexican In¬ 
dependence features Mexican 
sensation Saul ’’Canelo” Al¬ 
varez taking on Argentinian 
veteran Carlos Baldomir.
